But as we can never for- 
get your Majelty’s Royal Maunificence to this Uni- 
verfity, nor think of it without a Senfe of the par- 
ticular Obligation we are under. to be zealous in 
whatever concerns the Peolperity of your Majefty 
and your Family ; ‘tis our Ambition to appear a- 
mong the forwardeft upen all the happy Occafions 
of Congratulation. 

Your Maj-:fty’s Prefence gives new Life to your 
faithful Subjeéts ; and if the Tranquility we enjoy- 
ed during your Abfence, cou!d not afford us com- 
pleat Satisfaction, even that is to be afcribed to 
your Goodnefs and Princely Virtues, which make 
your Subjedts regret all fions that call you 
from them. 

We never think of your Majefty but under the 
arhiable Charaéter of Defender and Supporter of 
our Religion and Civil Liberties; the more we va- 
lue thefe Bleffings (and over-value them we cannot) 
the better able we are to judge of the Happinels 
we enjoy under your aufpicious Government, and 
to teach thofe under our immediate Care, how 
much it concerns them, as Proteftants and Englifh- 
men, to be zealous forthe prefent Eftablifhment, 
which isthe great Security of both. 

To out Religion and Liberties, under the Pro- 
tection of excellent Princes, we owe the Revival 
and: Improvement of Leatning among us; and as 
the Senfe we have of thefe ineftimable Bleflings 
engages us to wifh and endeavour the Continaance 
of them to ourfelves, "tis with a particular Plea- 
fare we behold your Majefty, in Conjunétion with 
other Powers, afferting the Caufe of Liberty, and 
fupporting the Intereft of our Prot-ftant Brethren 
abroad, whofe deplorable Condition every Day 
convinces us, that the Proteftant Profeffion muft 
ftand or fall with a Proteftant Succeffion. y 


We beg Leave to add our moft affedtionate 
Withes and Prayers, that He by whom Kings reign, 
and Princes decree Juftice, may dire& and profpes 
all your Undertakings for the good of your Feo} [8 
and give you, in the fulleft Mcafure, the Bleffings 
of tiie Life, and of that which is to come.

Zurich, Nov. 16. Two Deputies of ‘the Canton 


- of Glarus, fent on account-of their Differences with 


the Inhabitants of the County of Werdenberg, de- 
livered their Commiffion on the 9th Inftant before 
the greater. Council: They. complained ‘in «the 
Name of the Canton of the Difobedience of theie 
faid Subjeéts, and defised auxiliary Troops: for re- 
ducing them, by Force of Arms. The Canton ha- 
ving advifed with the reft of the Eight ancient 
Cantons, it was their Opinion, that the Canton of | 
Glarus ought to reftore to the Inhabitants of Wer- 
denberg their ancient Charters and Privileges, 
to gtant them a general Amnefty, and to ad- 
mit them to take the Oath of Fidelity with 
the Provifo that they be maintained in their 
ancient Liberties, which Anfwer is not to the liking 
of the Canton of Glatus, yet it is thought they 
will be obliged to conform themfelves to it. It is 
advifed from the Country of the Grifons, that the 
Differences between that Government and the Re- 
‘gency of Milan, relating to the Fait at Chiaven- 
na or Claven, and the Convention concerning the 
JurifdiGion in the Valtelin, are not yet adjufted, 
which in all Prebability will hinder the Renewal 
of the Capitulation with Milan,
